AFTER MANY YEARS. 



The congregation of the Clinton 
Streejt. ^olored Baptist Church, after 
nearly eight years of trial and legal 
battling, are at last about to come 
into their own. When they first pur- 
chased the lot, on the corner of High 
and Clinton streets, from Mrs. Kate 
Rogers, and let the contract for the 1 
building to the late .Mr. toiae Buck- 
ley, they were annoyed by warrants 
issued against their pastor and the 
trustees (Rev. R. H. C. Mitchell, D. 
D„ being the pastor), and every ef- 
fort was made to prevent the work 
being done. 

The officers sued out an injunction 
to prevent interference by the city . 
authorities. This injunction was dis-| 
solved by Judge Cantrill. An appeal 
was taken and Judge Settle rendered 
an opinion sustaining the injunction 
and making it perpetual. 

And now, after these years of toil 
and disappointment, with a new pas- 
tor, Rev. W. T. Silvey, these humble 
people are going "to arise and build" 
their new church, which will be mod- 
ern in all its details and a very hand- 
some' structure. 

Judge J. D. White, a former Judge 
ot the Court of Appeals, said of this 
case, several years ago, that "it was 
the first time in all his experience 
upon the bench, that he ever heard 
of a church of Jesus Cnrist beinff 
denounced as a nuisance."

OPENS OFFICE— HARD AT WORK 

The Kentucky Highlands Railroad 
Co. has opened an office in the Cap- 
ital Hotel, on Ann street, and has 
Engineer R. A. Dudley In charge. 

The contractors for the road, 
Messrs. Mason, Hanger & Coleman, 
are hard at work on the road, and 
are making good progress on the 
worst piece of road they will have 
to build, that along the Woodson 
hill, below the mouth of Glen's 
creek. 

They are excavating the roadway 
above the line of the Glen's creek 
pfke. and are compelled to throw all 
the earth and rock they excavate be- 
low the pike and next to the river. 

The contract calls for the com- 
pleting of the road to Millville by tho 
last of December. 

The contractors are old hands at 
railroad building, and are hustling.
